The Best Way to Dress an Infant. 


The best way yet devised to dress an 


infant is in four garments, as follows: A 
pinning band, which does not pin, but 
ties; a diaper, with an outside protection;

In them 
baby's body can have the free playrneees- 
sary to healthy growth; he will not have 
to stand on his head while his undergar- 
ment is being changed, and when he 
wants to lack these skirts will not hope- 
lessly bind him down..

that while being fed the stomach .should 
be kept upright, so always see, there- 
fore, that baby is held erect, or semi- 
erect, when taking his meals. A. recum- 
bent position is one cause, the doctors 
say, of infant mortality. 
If his head is 


allowed to be lower than his body, as it 
frequently ia when he is fed from a bot- 
tle, there ia danger of strangulation.—

The total number of pension claims now 


ponding is given as 1,131,021; the total 
number of c'aims allowed during the cal- 
endar year to date is 104,849. 


The total appropriation for pensions for 


the fiscal year ia $125,769,093, but it is 
estimated that the entire payments for pen- 
sions during the year will not exceed $116,- 
000,000. 


A dozen years ago when a bill was pend- 


ing to increase the pension appropriation 
to $20,000,000, James A. GarBeld, who 
was then a member of Congress, apolo- 
gized lor the increase in the appropriation 
and said that would be the highest sum re- 
quired, as there would be a regular de- 
crease in the number'of pensions annually 
thenceforward.

tion and the nnmber of claims yet pending 
shows what a great mistake as great a man 
as General Garfleld could make. 


That tens of thousands of deserving per- 


sons receive pensions will not be disputed, 
but that very many receive pensions who 
are not entitled to the s»me is also beyond 
question. It was shown in the Elmira, 
New York cases that a ring existed for the 
purpose of procuring pensions fraudulently, 
and that persons in that city who had 
never been in the army or navy received 
thousands of dollars back pay as pension- 
ers. 


It would be reasonable to suppose that 


the pension list for service in a war which 
ended over twenty-six years ego would be 
less than when Garfield was in Congress, 
os he claimed it would be, but instead of 
decreasing it has quadrupled in the last 
dozen years. 
Jdne 30, 1800, there were 


537,914 persons drawing pensions, and 
100,810 have been added to the list this 
year, which with the 1,131,021 pending 
mokes a total of 1,773,817, whioh is at 
least 500,000 more than thero were in the 
Uoion Army at any time during the war. 


The Charleston Continues tlie CUnso. 


Special to the Journal. 


WASHINGTON, May 18.—This afternoon 


the Navy Department received oofirmatiou 
of the press dispatch to the effect that the 
Charleston sailed southward from Acapulco 
last evening, leaving the Esmeralda in 
port. There was no word of the Itata. 
The presumption is that the Charleston's 
commander was satisfled tho Itata passed 
Acapulco, either before bis arrival thuro or 
while be lay in port, and has resumed the 
long chase. It is estimated that the Itata 
steaming along at about seven knots, and 
as she was ton days out last Friday night 
she should at that time have been just off 
Aoapuloo whera it is reported from that 
place she met tho Esmerilds. As she is a 
much smaller vessel than tbe Esmeralda 
and burns mush loss coal it is regarded as 
within the probabilities that the latter 
vessel might have supplied her with this 
necessary article whioh would account for 
the strait tbe war ship is now in respecting 
a further supply of coal. If it be true that 
the Itata was off Acapulco Friday night 
she had two lull days the start of the 
Charelston when the latter started again in 
pursuit last night. This is about the same 
lead she had from San Diego, so it does 
not appear that the chase is any nearer a 
conclusion, but if the two vessels now 
follow the same course, the Charleston 
steaming at fourteen knots should come 
up with the Itata before to-morrow night. 
If the Charleston passes tbe Itata the next 
port whore they are likely to baheard from 
ia Panama, about 1,200 miles from Aca- 
pulco, or Payta, Peru, still further down 
the coast.

keepers and butterflies, 
Thoro is no 


foundation for it whatever, and it will 
pass away in tiirio. 1 find that foreigners, 
Germans especially, who havo been ac- 
customed to mid wires in their own 
country take most kindly to female 
practitioners. 


It is the American people that stick to 


the old exploded theory of woman's in- 
ability to own and manngo property, to 
buy nnd soil, or to follow n learned pro- 
fession, 
During tho Itwt quarter century 


thirty-eight medical colleges havo been 
opened to women, and seven others are 
exclusively for women. 
In the west 


they are moro liberal than in the east. 
There arc today upward of 3,000 women 
practitioners, where twenty-five years 
ago thero were but a score. 


It ia argued that women dislike tho 


sight of blood. Of cotirso they do. So 
do men. When I commenced the study 
of medicine I was fully convinced that 
women would not make good surgeons. 
But a long experience has reversed that 
conviction. 
Many of them undoubtedly 


possess the nerve to perform any surgical 
operation, They do their work in a mas- 
terly manner and without flinching. 
Tho theory that woman's nervous tem- 
perment and sympathetic nature mili- 
tates against her in this connection is 
absolutely false.—Dr. Phoobe J. B. Wait 
in Ladies' Home Journal.
